Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schneider (6,162,290) for reasons of record. Applicants' amendments do 
not overcome the rejection. 

The rejection of the claims under 35 USC 102 and 103 over Dole, 
Lissant , Corrigan, Wilhelm & El Nokaly have been dropped in response to 
applicants amendments to the claims. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Callingham for reasons of record. 
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The amounts of ingredients used in Callingham are shown in the 
examples and at column 6, lines 54-56 and column 3, lines 4-20. No 
unobvious or unexpected result is seen from the selection of the particular 
amounts of each ingredient. Applicants' amendments to the claims do not 
overcome the rejection. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hartung (5,436,007) for reasons of record. 

The particular ratio of ingredients of claim 1 is shown in Hartung in 
patented claim 1. Applicants' amendments to the claims do not overcome 
the rejection. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ball (5,096,617) in view of Lissant for reasons of record 
used in rejecting claims 1-19 in the last office action. Upon a further review 
of the contents of Ball, the allowability of claims 20-23 has been withdrawn. 

The amount of silicone oil used in Ball is shown at column 3, lines 7-8 
and the amount of emulsifier used is shown at column 4, lines 47-48. 
Applicants' amendments to the claims are not sufficient to overcome the 
rejection. Claims 20-23 appear to differ from Ball in the recitation of the 
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inclusion of sunflower oil. But sunflower oil is natural oil and could be one 
of the selected oils shown in Ball at column 3, line 44. 

Claims 1 & 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for the levels of ingredients 
shown in the examples, does not reasonably provide enablement for a 
release agent with the range of ingredients of the claims. The specification 
does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate 
in scope with these claims. An amendment to the specification setting 
forth the specific range of these ingredients would overcome the rejection.
